I found your letter of the 6th informative and interesting and requiring ex- 
planations. What you say is promising, too. However, I think we have be ter reach 
some understandings. If you have any questions , please ask them. The years have 
taught me much that I'd rather not have had to loam and remember. 

However, until there is persuasive reason to the contrary, I begin with trust 
In everyone. This can be a fault. x t is mine. So, I trust you. 

But hnleas I draw upon this expeiLence and communicate it to you, you are 
handioapped ana you cannot understand me and what has come to dimlnate me and my 
thinking and actions. 

The conditions of my life are such that I was interrupted four tiroes in reading 
your letter. This was not too oad because from tjo length I knew I’d not be able to 
respond in full eo as I read it sm I marked it up. 

There are today very few in the field with whom I deal openly and in whom I have 
trust. I stay away from those who have achieved most attention because the best of 
them see to be in it for the attention only. I knew some of those you ray respect 
to be amoral and unethical. u thers are plain nuta. 

You may have no reason to take my judgement on this and all I can tell you is 
that in each case it comes from painful, often costly personal experience. 

Most of t o well-known ones do not even have a coranand of the basic and un- 
cintradiot established fact. They are essentially promoters and to them fact is ir- 
relevant. There are others who consider it a worthwhile accomplishment to do no more 
that what can embarrass the government. This is anathema to be and of no roal value. 

So, with the brief explanation and as I am about to have to suspend to get the 
beginning of the electronic reporting of the Rockefeller Com. i3sion report, I will 
want It understood that this will be between us except with my prior approval. There 
are too many who are not friends with fact and or:e loose with tonaguos and words. 

They have done nothing good to date and much har. I, and what I can tell or send you 
must be detached from those people. Otherwise 1 can t go into this. 

But as you will see, I will be informing you without tills assurance. * rore your 
letter I see no problem in this for you. If there is, please let me know promptly. 

Penn is a great little guy who is paranoid as hell and entirely out of his depth. 
When 1 broke up what would have been a disaster for all of us, one of Garrdon's most 
irrational plans, to u arm I became a CIA agent. Metnion me and you arj cursed with 
him and with the others down there, the others for additional reasons having to do 
with slavery to momeyed people regardless of how tiiey behave. 

I have not seen the account you mention. If I'm inclined to doubt it, I’d like 
to know. 

The FBI’s Interest in you when you were interested in the text interests me. Have 
you any proof? Remember the date, names, etc? Had you talked to anyone about this 
earlier? Could they have thought you planned some kind of Job? 

Was there a special reason for picking out Detrick of all the posts within not 
much more than an hour for the Ml 6 demonstration?
